A CANAL COMMISSION. 


We understand that in acconlance with 
an arrmgemect entered into last session 
the Government intend shortly to appoint 
‘2 Commission whose duty it will be to en 
quire into the canal system of the entire 
Dominion. Every one is agreed as to the 
necessity for such a commission, as every 
00 also is agreed as to the importance 
of developing and improving the inland 
navigation of Canaila as far as pomible 
From the seaboard to Fort Gerry, an unin. 
terupted line of water communication 1+ 
needed, and as we have shown before, the 
trade of the West and North West is in- 
creasing with such enormous rapidity, thet 
before many years have elapsed one co2- 
necting link between the upper Iskes apt 
tho St. Lawrence will not be suflicient, amt 
not only the Ottawa canal, but poaibly 
one of two ‘others will be crowded with 
veusels laden with cargocs of breadstutts 
There is at all events good reason 
to hope that such will be the owe, and if 
we act energetically and avail ourselves of 
the advantages we possess, we imy regard 
this asa certainty. But it will not do to 
procrastinate or remain inactive. The 
‘Ameriains know what the value of West 
‘ern trade is; the growth of New York, 
Buffalo, Syracuse, and other cities ani 
towns along the banks of the Erie canal 
afford them constant evidencs of i 
worth ; and we may rely upon it that they 
will miko every effort to secure the licn's 
share of it, as they have « perfect right to 
do, itis because of this, and because our 
Government thoroughly recognise the in.- 
portance of the question that this Canal 
Commission has been proposed. We ilo 
not know who will be the members of the 
Commission, nor are wo amare how they 
ill be selected. It appears to us thit 
men who have given some attention to the 
subject, and who are in other respects 
fitted to the position, shoukl have 
the preference.
